KEITH CIRCUIT IN WAR 


Excellent Patriotic Work Done by Artists and Man- 


agers—Entire Organization Placed at the Dis- 
posal of the United States Government 


New York, Dec. 23—When war was 
declared A. Paul Keith and E. F. Albee, 
joint owners of the B. F. Keith vaude- 
ville circuit, called their executive staff 
together and gave positive and detailed 
orders that its members co-operate in 
placing the Keith organization at the 
disposal of the Government, of the Red 
Cross, and the Allied interests working 
for the good of the nation. 

From the very first Keith and Albee 
assigned their highest salaried and 
most valuable men to war work—in 
fact everything and everybody on the 
Keith Circuit was dedicated to national 
service. 

The first duty taken up was recruit- 
ing. In every Keith theater attractive 
recruiting booths were placed in the 
lobbies, supplied with literature and 
posters, and directed by capable men 
and women. Artists such as Gertrude 
Hoffman, Lillian Russell, Grace La 
Rue, Dorothy Jardon, Harry Houdini 
and Mcintyre and Heath went to the 
congested business and residential dis- 
tricts and urged voluntary enlistment, 
with excellent results. In fact, Miss 
Russell secured more recruits for the 
United States Marine Corps than any 
other single agency, and was rewarded 
with a decoration and the rank of 
Colonel. 

Then came the Liberty Loans, promi- 
nent citizens and popular actors and 
actresses speaking from the stage, se- 
curing $3,000,000 for the first loan. For 
the Second Liberty Loan Keith patrons 
bought $4,000,000 in bonds. When the 
Third Liberty Loan was being organ- 


ized Governor Benjamin Strong, of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
asked E. F. Albee to take the leader- 
ship of the amusement interests of New 
York, covering the Rainbow Division 
of the Federal Reserve, the result be- 
ing a total at the finish of $33,700,000 
in New York City, which placed the 
theater in Class A and brought it third 
in the ranks of big business as deter- 
mined by bonds. For the Fourth Lib- 
erty Loan the theaters sold $41,154,650, 
the Keith group alone buying over 
$11,000,000. 


During this last drive the theaters in 
New York, altho open, were half 
emptied by the influenza epidemic, and 
the campaign therefore reached a much 
smaller proportion of the public than in 
the third drive. 


The department organized in the 
Keith Vaudeville Exchange in the Pal- 
ace Theater Building has furnished, 
since the war began, 1,000 entertain- 
ments in cantonments, or war ships, at 
Ellis Island, at recruiting stations, in 
hospitals, for Red Cross and other 
drives of a similar nature, and the 
number of artists that appeared in the 
shows given out of the Keith office was 
This is up to date, and the work 
is still going on. Entertainments are 
being given all over the country, out of 
the Keith office, to returning soldiers, 
those in the hospitals and in divers 
places where they are billeted, and this 
work will go on until the entire army 
is demobilized and every soldier has

Washington 


IS DONATED TO GOVERNMENT 


By Noted Actor’s Widow—Includes Costumes and 
Armor Worn in More Than Twenty 
Productions 


Washington, Dec. 22.—The National 
Museum has received and placed on 
public exhibition one of the most nota- 
ble collections of theatrical effcts ever 
gathered together. They represent all 
the costumes, jewels, crowns, insignia, 
swords, hats and shoes worn by the 
late Richard Mansfield in his extensive 
repertoire of historic characters. 

The collection was offered to the 
Government gratis without reservation 
by the celebrated actor’s widow, Mrs. 
Beatrice Cameron Mansfield. It was 
accepted, not only as representative of 
one of the most notable careers in the 
history of the American theater, but, by 
reason of the breadth of Mansfield’s 
repertoire, the literary pre-eminence of 
the authors of the dramas and the 
notable list of characters from general 
history which he represented, as illus- 
trating in an extensive manner the 
history of costume in general and also 
the particular dress of a number of the 
great figures in history. 


The Mansfield collection is mounted 
in eight cases in the northwest section 
of the old National Museum Building. 
It contains the costumes and ac- 
cessories which he wore in over twenty 
productions. These represent the liter- 
ary productions of Shakespeare, Mo- 
liere, Schiller, Tolstoi, Rostand, George 
Bernard Shaw, Robert Louis Steven- 
son, Charles Warren, Octave Feuillet, 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, Booth Tarking- 
ton and others. 

The costumes and armor are ac- 
curate reproductions of all the periods 
represented, and contain exact copies 
from such originals as exist, or from 
such accurate sketches of others as 
survive, of the dress of Marcus Brutus, 
King Henry V, of England; Tzar Ivan, 
the Terrible, of Russia; Moliere (after 
whom Mansfield costumed his Alceste 
in Moliere’s The Misanthrope), Don 
Carlos, of Spain; Napoleon Bonaparte,

SEEKS TO PROTECT INDUSTRY 


And To Provide Unprejudiced Tribunal for Use of 


Profession — Works in Co-Opera- 
tion With N. V. A. 


New York, Dec. 21—The Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, in a 
statement issued this week, sets forth 
at length the benefits to the profession 
which have been accomplished thru the 
aid of the association during the past 
year. The difficulties encountered on 
vccount of the unprecedented conditions 
prevailing are recited, and mention is 
made of the efforts of the association 
to bring about more equitable condi- 
‘ions between managers and artists, the 
adjustment of transportation difficul- 
ties, and many other problems that 
have arisen. It is pointed out that, 
while conditions are still far from per- 
fect, they have been greatly improved, 
and the association has played a prom- 
inent part in bringing about these im- 
provements. The report is as follows: 


“If what has been accomplished by 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association during the past year may 
be considered to establish the measure 
of what is to be accomplished in the 
next, then the profession has indeed 
cause to rejoice. 

“All business, but it has seemed es- 
pecially true of show business, has 
during the past year been forced to 
overcome unprecedented conditions. 
Establishing the nation and all of its 
industries upon a huge war basis, the 
problems of the draft, transportation, 
taxation, participation in ‘drives,’ epi- 
demics and general disorganization of 
peacetime conditions, brought to 
vaudeville a forceful realization of the 
fact that war is all that Sherman said 
it was, and then some. 

“The Vaudeville Managers’ Protéc- 
tive Association may be said to repre- 
sent established and organized vaude- 
ville. Thru the organization speaks the 
smaller theater in the little town, as 
well as the big circuit stretching overa 
continent. It seeks to establish a cor- 
dial and co-operative sentiment be- 


tween its members, absolutely fair and 

equitable practice by them and all other 

managerial interests in their relation-

Chicago, Dec, 23.—A real holiday crowd was 
on band at the Majestic this afternoon, all out 
to enjoy themselves, and judging from the en- 
thusiasm with which the acts were received al! 
received their money's worth. 

No, 1—Orpheam Circuit Travel Weekly. 

No, 2—Robert Everest’s Novelty Circus, intro- 
ducing monkey performers, whose specialties 
are risley, bar and high wire work. The monk- 
orchestra drew its full quota of laughs. Twelve 
minutes, in four; three curtains. 

No, 3—Harry Mayo and Basil Lynn pull a 
good line of crossfire chatter in which Lynn Is 
presented as a typical London cockney with a 
complete assorted accent, Singing by Mayo, wh 
possesses an excellent baritone voice, pleased 
greatly. Sixteen minutes, in one; three bows. 

No, 4—Mrs. Thomas Whiffen, an old friend 
and a well-loved one, offered a breezy little 
sketch, entitled Foxy Grandma. Her efforts to 
acquire modern elang in an endeavor to curs 
her granddaughter of the habit are excruciatingly 
funny. Peggy Dale Whiffen and Thomas Knight 
are able assistants, and the combined work of the 
three pots the number over the top a winner.

No. 5—Madame Chilson-Ohrman, an American 
prima donna, sang her way into the hearts of 
ber auditors in short order this afternoon, She 
bas a rich voice of remarkable clearness, under 
perfect control at all times. The three numbers 
programmed were not eufficient to satisfy the 
lovers of music, and she was forced to respond 
to two encores. Ten minutes, in one; seven 
bows, 

No, 6—Those French girls, the Amores Sisters 
romp thru a varied routine of work, including 
dancing and some bar work. It is al! good and 
all delivered with a panch that makes it a 
success, Novelty poses and contortion work on 
the bar were appreciated. The one sister is 
quite a comedian and ber antics pleased, keeping 
the audience wondering what ebe would do next. 
Fifteen minutes, full stage; four curtains and 
bows, 

No. 7—El Brendel and flo Bert proved one 
of the mirth producing numbers on the bill. As 
the Swede boob Brendel kept the audience how!- 
ing and gained real applause with his ec- 
centric dancing. Good singing by Mise Bert 
added greatly to the number. The slapstick finish 
in which Brendel loses most of his dress suit 
was good for three bows. Thirteen minutes, in 
one. 

No. 8—Taylor Granville and Laura Pierpont 
in An America Ace, a melodrama adapted from a 
Lincoln J. Carter play, have a real old-fashioned 
blood, thunder, fire and water number with won- 
derful scenic effects. It is a story of a German 
plot in which a man and woman epy are foile! 
in their villainies by the shrewd work of the 
little French girl and the American ace. Battles 
ate fought and the big climax is the fight in 
the tower of the church at La Vielle. Reviewe! 
at length at the Chicago Palace four weeks ago. 
The number went over big and had the audi.

Mapager Ned Hastings kept bis promise and 
gave a topnotch holiday bill of eight topliner 
acts, well programmed. A big crowd, generous 
in their applause, packed the house. This bill 
opened and closed with two big novelty acts 
teat went over with a punch. 

No. 1—The Lamont Trio, one of the best knowr 
sensational wire acts in the circus world and 
vaudeville, opened the bill, putting pep into it 
from the start. Nadie Lamont is a wonder, full 
of vim and personality and puts over a thriller 
when she turns a complete somersault from 
the wire to the stage. In full, seven minutes, 
with four bows and lots of applause thruout the 
act. 

No, 2—Billed as The Man Off the Ice Wagon 
an unnamed singer, with an excellent voice, 
sang the very latest ballads, Twilight, You're 
Retter Man Than I, Mr. Wilson; The Navy Took 
Them Over and The Rose of No Man's Land. 
Fourteen minutes, in one; two bows and gen- 
erous applause at every number. 

No, 3—This act fa a scream—a riot from 
start to finish—Coakley and Dunlevy. The form- 
er bas the most infectious laugh, a good voice, 
and both boys have a lot of humor, putting 
across some good, clean comedy that went big. 
It’s about the best blackface act at this house 
this season so far, In two, with special settings, 
sixteen minutes; five bows. 

No, 4—MfclIntosh and Three Musical Maids 
have a very high-class refined novelty musical

New York, Dec. 23.—The old saying that the week before Christmas is the 
worst in the show business certainly did not apply to the Palace today. The 
beautiful temple of vaudeville was jammed to the rafters with a crowd evi- 
dently attracted by the “big” names on the bill. But it can not be truthfully 
chronicled that the show, as a show, lived up to its rosy promises. True there 
were several headline features, but somehow or other the entertainment did 
not blend into that wonderful entertainment that one expects at this great thea- 
ter of variety. No act stopped the show, no act was a riot, nothing created any 
real excitement, in fact the reception by the audience could be likened to a 
chautauqua concert in Hudson, Wis. 


The features for next week are: Leon Errol and Company, John Hymas 
and Leila McIntyre, Lucille Cavanagh, Laurie and Bronson, and Al Lydell and 
Carleton Macy. 


The Palace News Pictorial shows the latest events on the screen. 


No. 1—The Duttons, society’s favorite equestrians, started the show with 
their. beautifuliy arranged and excellently executed riding act. What a lesson 
in showmanship can be learned while watching the Duttons, immaculately 
dressed in white, posing and posturing on their lovely snow white steeds, with 
a background of black. The act received three bows in addition to applause 
for each individual trick. 


No. 2—Frank Crumit sang several melodies in his own original manner, 
and, altho on in this early spot, continued the interest that the Duttons had 
created. He is a very likeable chap, possessed of an infectious smile, and might 
have done even better lower down on the program. Several bows. 


No. 3—Mr. and Mrs. Jimmie Barry, in The Burglar. While these distin- 
guished vaudeartists received a reception on their entrances, they did not get 
even a small percentage of the laughs that they had accustomed folks to ex- 
pect from their previous offering, The Rube. We realize that this latter was a 
masterpiece, “in one,” and hard to follow, but clever comedians like these should 
really have a better vehicle to display their talents, especially for the Palace, 
as here daily congregate the epicures of vaudeville fandom. 


No. 4—Mosconi Brothers, with Sister Verna, tripped thru their well-known 
terpsichorean specialty, and, while surrounded with an exquisite setting, seemed 
to have lost the thrill they brought to Bessie Clayton’s dancing revue. Their 
eccentric “hoofing” is, of course, unequaled, but the act seemed to be too quiet 
for this class of amusement. 

No. 5—Johnny Burke, the ragtime soldier, got more laughs than he did in 
next to closing position last week. He has some good material, looks funny, 
and his piano playing at the finish brought him much applause. Burke will, 
undoubtedly, have a show written around him one of these days. 


No. 6—Avon Comedy Four returned with their Hungarian Rhapsody, and, 
of course, got the laughs fast and furious, in spite of the fact that this act has 
been seen so frequently at the Palace of late. 


INTERMISSION 


No. 7—Lillian Russell, queen of beauty and song, proved the right to her 
title of America’s loveliest woman. Magnificently gowned, looking younger 
than ever, this great favorite sang one of her old Weber and Fields successes, 
which brought to the minds of many the days that are gone. While Miss 
Russell was making a change her piano player, whom she said was a real 
soldier, sang some parodies on popular songs, thereby giving a touch of comedy. 
The blonde diva then returned, arrayed in the costume of a Sergeant of the 
U. S. Marines, accompanied by four of these heroes from “Over There.” She 
gave a clever little talk on,what these boys had done, and reiterated her pre- 
vious statement that the ofly reason she had returned to the stage was to help 
the wounded fighters as they came back under the shadow of the dear old 
Goddess of Liberty. 

No. 8—Mason and Keeler, with George E. Romain, in a travesty on the 
eternal triangle, by Porter Emerson Browne, was farce pure and simple, with 
ridiculous and impossible situations handled *vell by the principals. The climax 
was weak and ineffective. If worked much raster with the characters really 
travestied, the playlet would be funny, as it contains several bright lines. 

No. 9—George MacFarlane, with Harry De Costa at the piano. This ster- 
ling baritone saved the show at this point and gave it a touch of real, big time 
vaudeville. MacFarlane was in good voice, and, with his unsurpassed magnet- 
ism, scored a big success. 


No. 10—Labernicia, assisted by Princess Kla-Wah-Nat, the Indian harp- 
ist, in classic dances, finished the program.—HILLIAR.

Chicago, Dec. 23.—The Palace was filled by 2 
holiday crowd to greet the bill for Xmas week. 
Dancing acts were in abundance and the hesd- 
line feature, The Theodore Koslof and Russian 
Ballet, billed last, failed to hold the audience 
to the finish. 


No, 1—Bissett and Scott, programmed as 
“Vaudeville’s Premier Dancers,’ fared rather 
badly. One of the boys seemed new to the 
act. Many new features were introduced, and 
with better team work the act will get over. 
The chair stunt was original. Ten minutes; 
two bows. 


No. 2—Eddie Janies and Rene Chaplow, as- 
sisted by George Edwards at the piano, dis- 
played considerable abilty. The girl has a 
good speaking voice and good personality, but 
failed to use her eyes and facial expression ta 
full advantage in her characterizations. The 
violin solos were well rendered, but melodies 
were repeated too much with no added inter- 
pretation. Mighty Lak a Rose would have been 
much more effective the second time with muted 
violin. The contrast of classic and popular mu- 
sic was good and put the act over to five bows 
and one encore. Seventeen minutes, 

No. 3—Thomas Swift and Mary Kelly in Offer 
3,000 made a hit. The patter was old, but 
was cleverly given and some new laughs have 
been added. Miss Kelly sings well and is 
charming. The soldier loving song was best re- 
celved, The depot sketch anq pickpocket skit 
are retained. Three real bows, special set; 
twenty-two minutes, 

No. 4—Florenze Tempest wag bothered with 
a cold. She used three costumes: English rid- 
ing habit, officer’s uniform and evening dress. 
Iler personality and style are peculiar to her 
and pleased immensely. Her What a Time 
and Fool Me songs closed the act. George 
Harriss at the piano Is one of the best assist- 
ants we have seen, Twenty minutes; two bows. 

No, 5—Lou Holtz, *‘Father’s Joy Boy,” carried 
off the applause honors of the bill. He works 
in blackface and scored immediately with Why 
Do They Call Them Babies. His grand opers 
recitation song, with wheezy guitar, convulsed 
the audience. Six bows, stopped the show. 
Nineteen minutes. 

No. 6—Gladys Clark and Henry Bergman, ‘o 
A Ray of Sunshine. The elaborate forest setting 
is attractive. Bergman sings well and has # 
good speaking voice. The evening scene at 
close, with rising moon, received applause, Dt-

No. 7T—Little Billy, the midget, used four 
changes of dress, opening with dress suit, thea 
school kid, street urchin and naval officer. Dances 
well and has good sense of dramatic values, as 
related to his own size, Fifteen minutes; three 
bows, 

No. 8—Theodore Kosloff. and his Russian Ballet 
bad hard work holding the danceweary audience, 
The act is elaborately dressed. Vera Fredowa’a 
Snowbird dance drew the first real applause, and 
after that the dancing lesson and pleasant mel- 
odies finish held the remaining audience. Thirty 
minutes; four curtains.

On January 17 this producing firm will put 
out a new play, called The Greater American, 
fin the two-dollar houses, and shortly after they 
will produce another new play, called The Girl 
Who Made Good.

Atlantic City, Dec. 18.—The delightfully en- 
chanting play, Dear Brutus, which was presented 
at the Apollo Theater Monday night, ran all last 
season at Wyndbam’s Theater in London, where 
Gerald Du Maurier played the part that Mr. 
Gillette, at the personal solicitation of the 
author, bas created in the American presenta- 
tion, 

Dear Brutus is such a play as only Barrie 
could or would write. It is fantastic and 
quaint, matter-of-fact and at the same time 
highly imaginative. Its characters are those 
who, being displeased at the way life has 
treated them, would that they could have the 
molding of their own careers, just as if that 
had not always been in their own hands, Its 
people are those who are always telling of the 
things they would do if they were only born 
over again. By a trick of fate thts happens, 
and a good part of the play is given over to the 
way in which they work out their own destinies 
according to their own ideas. Permeating the 
whole play is the wistful note that predominated 
in A Kise for Cinderella, and it possesses much 
of the delicate humor that enriched The Little 
Minister, 

The first scene shows a house party being en- 
tertained by a kindly old gentleman if a living 
room that opens out into a spacious flower gar- 
den, While they are discussing what they would 
do if furnished an opportunity to live over their 
lives, the curtain to the garden is pulled aside, 
revealing the entrance to a mystic wood, where 
those who wander have the privilege of their 
oft-wanted ‘‘second chance’’ in life, and the 
guests pass out into the undefined depths of the 
moonlit forest. 

David Belasco at his best has never constructed 
a more beautiful moonlit woodland scene than 
the forest setting devised and built by Iden Payne 
for the second act, where everyone, altho af- 
forded the long-wished-for chance to reconstruct 
his way of living, really does practically what 
he has been doing all his life, 

In the third act these wanderers return to the 
lights of the mansion and slowly pick up the de- 
tails of their old life before the midnight ven- 
ture in the enchanted woods. 

This fanciful story, exquisitely told by Mr. 
Barrie, pre ents a curious and skilful ranging 
of the gamut, from stirring drama to comedy, 
so whimsical that it becomes merely dainty bur- 
lesque. Thru it all, however, there is a deli- 
cately insistent motif that maintains for con- 
sideration the philosophy of Cassius, and fur- 
nishes comment on his observation quite beyond 
the intellectual capabilities of Dear Brutus; and 
the inherent charm of the comedy is extraordi- 
narily aided by the producer and the players, 

Willlam Gillette, the artist, put fine touches 
to the wastrel parts of his real life, and left 
many pleasures to the woodland scene, and it 
would be difficult to lay too great stress upon 
the fine acting as well as the appealing beauty of 
Helen Hayes’ portrait of the artist's daughter; 
but in a company that includes such artists as 
Sam Sothern, Grant Stewart, Louis Calvert, J. 
H. Brewer, Hilda Spong, Myrtle Tannebill, Marie 
Wainwright, Elisabeth Risdon and Violet 
Kemble Cooper, prudence dictates an avoidance 
of individual commendations, for they were all 
good in their respective roles. 

After a week in Washington Dear Brutus 
will wend his way to the metropolis to seek a 
welcome on Broadway; and if patrons of the 
theater along the “gay white way’’ are at all 


discerning they will receive him with open arms. 
—B. EDMUNDS FOSTER, 
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Les Sent Jours, the French Napoleonie op- 
eretta, probably will be produced in New York 
some time during the present season, Andre 
La Chappelle, the Swiss impresario, has ar- 
rived in this country with plans for the pro 
duction of the operetta. He must, however, 
await the coming of M. Victor Villemeue, pro- 
ducer for the Paris Opera Comique, wh is to 
stage the production, and as M. Villemeue’s 
arrival must wait upon his being mustered out 
of the French army several months must elapse 
before the operetta can be presented to an 
American audience. In the meantime M, La 
Chappelle will produce a number of playlets in 
both French and English.

An announcement of interest is that Mrs. 
Fiske considers an early return to the theater 
with a new play of the South, Mis’ Nelly of 
N’Orleans. The author of the play is Laurence 
Eyre, singer, actor and author, Among his 
plays are The Things That Count, Driftwood 
and Sazus Matazus.

The theatrical world will doubtless be greatly 
interested im the acceptance and installation 
of the Richard Mansfield collection of theatrical 
effects by the National Museum at Washington, 
as this action constitutes a notable recognition 
of the historical value of dramatic art and the 
work of a great dramatic artist. In Europe the 
artist is recognized and rewarded by the state 
in numerous ways. Usually this is by subsidy 
of the theater, but in France dramatic artists 
are made members of the Legion of Honor and 
in England they are raised to Knighthood, 

Some such recognition is due those actors in 
America who have, in an age when art is so 
often subordinated to dollars, kept alive the 
spirit of true dramatic artistry, and such recog- 
nition should come not after the artist has 
passed from this realm, but while be is still 
among us and can appreciate the honors ac- 
corded him.

Charles Waldron returned to New York « few 
days ago after an absence of three years in 
Australia. During his stay in the antipodes he 
has acted the leading roles in a number of Amer- 
jean plays introduced into Australia by the 
Williamsons, Lathlene MacDonald, who during 
the same period hae acted the leading feminine 
roles, has also returned to America. 

Waldron will be remembered as the creator of 
the title role in Daddy Long-Legs in the original 
metropolitan engagement.

Ethel Barrymore is ambitious to play Lady 
Macbeth. She confided as much to Philip Hale, the 
Boston critic, in a recent interview, 

“Yes, 1 should like to play Hedda Gabler,” 
she said, ‘‘only I do not make her out. She was 
hysterical, neurotic—but as yet I do not under- 
stand her. I doubt if she understood herself. 

“If 1 am to play Shakespeare I should like to 
be either Rosalind or Lady Macbeth. Rosalind 
is so witty, buoyant, good-humored, womanly. 
Then the comedy itself! 

“I sbould ask for actors who could read their 
thetr Hnes intelligently. I do not believe in 
reading Shakespeare’s lines as tho they were 
written by Pinero or Barrie. I do not believe in 
‘realistic, conversational’ performances of Shake- 
epeare any more than I do in the stage setting 
of Shakespeare’s time. No, I should ask for 
beautiful scenery and beautiful music, and the 
songs should be well sung. 

“Viola does not attract me greatly; she is so 
Sweet all the time. Nor does Juliet tempt me. 
Portia is to me a more interesting part. Bea- 
trice? Yes, but I should prefer Rosalind or 
Lady Macbeth, 

“My idea of Lady Macbeth is that she was 
not a screaming, iron-faced virago. 1 fancy her 
a5 & sensuous, most attractive woman, who con- 
trolled Macbeth thru sex. And what @ play 
Macbeth ist The first great melodrama! 1 
should Iike to have my brothers with me, 
Lionel as Macbeth, John as Macduff.” .

Laurette Taylor, she of the radiant person- 
ality, is going to play London again. Maybe 
Mot for a season or two, but she is going back. 

At present she is enjoying a substantial and 
well merited success in Chicago in Happiness,

drama, As to the present state of the theaters, 
he speaks of them as “nonsense shops and 
playgrounds of crazy and licentious tomfoolery.”

Should Study This Field—The Kind of Music 
That the Millions Hear and Buy 


Music publishers great and small should take 
to themselves the warnings set forth by the 
good old railroad signal, found at a million 
crossings: STOP—LOOK—LISTEN, From time 
to time we have tried to show the great field 
now covered by the lyceum and chautauqua ar- 
tists. We have tried to show the kind of music 
our people use, But three-fourths of all the pub- 
lishers come back at us to convince us that in- 
stead of wanting the kind of music that we say 
is used these wise men from both the East and 
West vociferously try to argue us into believing 
the lyceum and -chautauqua needs their war 
songs—jazz stuff, syncopations. and raggy rags 
thet are weird and suggestive. They want the 
lyceum and chautauqua train to stop. Maybe it 
will, but that is what causes so many deaths 
that the railroads themselves hire watchmen to 
help keep the public from trying to make fast 
freight, limited express and fiying passerger 
trains stop or slow down while the people cross 
the danger line. 

In sheer desperation the editor of this de- 
partment has undertaken to try to show the 
patrons of The Billboard, who have music’ to 
sell, the kind ef music that is used in-this field 
and how to go about it to introduce new num- 
bers that are worthy. One music publisher 
wrote and upbraided us fearfully because our 
people don’t have the musical discernment to 
recognize the merits of the kind of music that 
he is publishing. Life is too short to argue 
with people like that and so we didn’t even 
answer his letter. 


Eighty-five per cent of all lyceum and chau- 
tauqua effort is in the line of music and enter- 
tainment, Last August we sent out a Jetter to 
all music publishers, advising them of the fact 
that the International Lyceum and Chautauqua 
Association would hold » convention in Chicago 
and that most of the members (85 per cent) 
would be interested in seeing what they had to 
A number of the wide-awake publishers 
were smart enough to get io on the ground 
floor and those who had fheir high-grade repre- 
sentatives at that convention were well pleased 
with the results of their efforts and at the 
next convention you will find them there stronger 
than ever. 


But a few rushed around to get the addresses 
of the companies on the road. They were going 
to short cut this field and rush right in and land 
ali the singers and instrumentalists as boosters 
and song pluggers before any one else could have 


a look in.

"Now, Mr. Publisher, stop the Oliver, the Un- 
derwood and the mutograph machine, put up the 
dictaphone, don’t try 4o rush after these various 
companies with an armful of professional copies, 
Remember the sign: STOP—LOOK—LISTEN. 

Lyceum and chautauqua concert artists arte 
very much like regular people and they do 
many things about as other people do them. 
You wouldn't expect to get a song in a musical 
comedy that way, would you? 

Last spring we visited qa little Eastern vil- 
lage down on the Manhattan Island and while 
there we attended a musical comedy which had 
then been running for about three hundred per- 
formances. It was the Coban & Harris musical 
farce, Going Up, The same show is now playing 
here in Chicago. It has the same tuneful bits 
and catchy melodies sandwiched in between the 
jokes and funny situations as it had when we 
beard it on Broadway. How did they get 
there? How did M. Witmark & Sons get these 
numbers over? Were they put there before or 
after the show opened? Were they put there 
by some wise song plugger rushing a profes- 
sional copy into the hands of the artists after 
the show’ got under way? Not very likely. 

So we will go a step farther with our lyceum 
and chautauqua lesson. We will call the class 
capable of reasoning in the second remove as it 
were, Where does Louis 0, Runner get the 
music he uses in all his companies? Think a 
little at this point. 

At the very hour when the young fellow who 
came to The Billboard office as the special 
representative of one of the very largest New 
York music publishers last summer and bom- 
bdrded us for information along the line which 
he and his house knew would land the bacon 
for them there was held in Chicago a 
little eummer coaching school in full blast, work- 
ing night and day, to prepare the large class of 
musicians and entertainers who had applied for 
lyceum positions or chautauqua work. Yes, 
there was a summer school course of five years’ 
training and coaching, conducted by Mrs. Ellen 
Kinsman Mann.

AN AMERICAN 
ls Director Eric DeLamarter 


His Brilliant Conductorship as 
Head of Chicago Symphony 
This Season Is Talk of 
Musical World 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—When Frederick Stock re- 
signed for a period of two years—or until suf- 
ficient time had elapsed until he could be made 
a naturalized citizen of the United States—as 
Director of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
the directorate of that organization was in a 
quandary whom to appoint as his temporary suc- 
cessor. The situation was a delicate one, which 
had to be handled with great diplomacy. The 
gteat wave of patriotism which swept across the 
United States like q tornado, against all things 
pro-German and alien enemies, held us firmly in 
its grip, therefore, decided the directorate, 
the successor of Conductor Stock would have to 
be an American artist, but where to find one 
that could rise to the greatness of the conduc- 
torship of one of the finest and oldest symphony 
orchestras in this country was a problem. 


One of the best known native American sym- 
phonic artists in Chicago at the time—if not in 
the United States—was Eric DeLamarter, com- 
poser of many symphonies and orchestral works, 
director of several orchestras, litterateur, for 
many years one of Chicago’s most efficient and 
best known dramatic and musical critics, and for 
several seasons organist and soloist with the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra. 

After due consideration and a thoro scanning 
of the American musical field for a native ar- 
tist it was finally agreed upon by the members 
of the directorate to offer the conductor’s desk 
to Eric DeLamarter during the absence of 
Frederick Stock, which was accepted. 


Much comment was made upon this selection— 
both for and against. Many musical devotees, 
while frankiy admitting the artistry of Eric 
DeLamarter, were somewhat dubious about his 
ability reaching the heights set by his prede- 
cessor in filling the chair made musically his- 
torical by Theodore Thomas. Others—particu- 
larly the press—were loud in their praise of the 
decision of the directorate, voicing their senti- 
ments freely, both sides waiting impatiently 
the debut of the first American-born, American- 
taught (with the exception of a year in Paris), 
American director of an American symphony 
orchestra. 

There had been considerable dissension among 
the members of the orchestra, several of the 
best players being compelled to resign on 
account of pro-German utterances, yet despite 
this handicap Eric DeLamarter’s first appearance 
as the director of the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra was 2 musical revelation. From the first 
etrain of the overture of the delayed opening of 
the symphony season—due to the epidemic—he 
proclaimed to the musical world that he was a 
master of the baton; that he was capable of 
conducting the orchestra with finesse and ar- 
tistry, and those who came to criticize went 
away to laud. 


Director DeLamarter conducts with dash and 
verve, with a genuine expression of feeling, 
bringing out the spirit of the music and the in- 
tention of the composer clearly and brilliantly. 
Ap authentic musical critic, Karleton Hackett— 
himself a musician and composer of note—wrote 
of that opening performance: ‘‘Mr. DeLamarter 
took the command of the orchestra apparently 
determined that if it came to shipwreck at least 
his hand would be upon the tiller, and if a man 
will but take a firm grip on the helm of such an 
orchestra there is mighty little chance of seri- 
ous mishap. 


The concerts given by the Chicago Symphony 
since the first of this season’s series, under Mr. 
Delamarter’s direction have constantly improved. 
The excellence of his pragrams, the decided im- 
provement of the orchestra’s ensemble playing 
within the short space of time he has been re- 
hearsing it under such harrowing conditions 
and the evident entente cordiale of the entire 
organization under his direction is a tribute to 
the genius, the diplomacy and the efficiency of 
this native-born musician, who has estadlished a 


first permanent American artist to conduct a 
large symphony orchestra. 

Not only is Eric DeLamarter an American, but 
he is likewise a product of the Middle West, 
born in Lansing, Michigan, and obtaining his 
education in his native State in the towns of 
Kalamazoo, Albion and Muskegon, and in Chicago. 
He began the study of the piano at the age of 
six and the organ at feurteen, under the instruc- 
tion of George Herbert Fairclough, of Kalamazoo, 
where be also graduated from high school. He 
spent one year in the Albion College, studying 
classical languages and orchestral instruments, 
especially the cello, in the conservatory of music 
of that college. Later he spent a year studying

SAN CARLO 


Going West Under Ellison-White 
Management 


Undoubtedly the most important news of the 
week is the announcement of the Western tour 
of the San Carlo Grand Opera Company, under 
Ellison-White management. The postponement 
of the La Scala tour because of the influenza 
has caused this new development in operatic 
plans. The block of time purchased from For- 
tune Gallo, the famous impresario of the San 
Carlo Company, is said to be the largest ever 
sold. The territory covered will be from Chi- 
cago west, including two weeks in Chicago. The 
opening, under the Ellison-White management, 
will be in Vancouver January 27, and cities to 
be played will be Vancouver, Seattle, Portland, 
Sacramento, San Francisco (two weeks), Los 
Angeles (two weeks), Ogden, Reno, Denver, Des 
Moines, Omaha and Chicago. : 

The reputation of the San Oarlo Opera Com- 
pany is too well known to require much com- 
ment. In the eminence of its leading singers, 
numerical proportions and hig standard of its 
orchestra and chorus, extensiveness of repertoire 
and general completeness of productions, it has 
stood for years as one of the greatest traveling 
opera organizations. Prominent among the artists 
are Manuel Salazar, the great Costa Rican tenor, 
and Agostini, the time-honored favorite; Eliza- 
beth Amsden, Marta Melis and Alice Homer, 
sopranos; Antola and Joseph Royer, baritones, 
and the giant basso, Pietro de Biasi. 

The repertoire consists of Aida, Carmen, La 
Gloconda, Lucia Di Lammermoor, Romeo and 
Juliet, Rigoletta, Il Trovatore, Martha, Barber 
of Seville, Cavalleria Rusticana, Jewels of the 
Madonna, Tales of Hoffman, La Traviata, Faust, 
Manon, Pagliacci, The Secret of Suzanne and 
Masked Ball. In addition the famous Puccini 
royalty operas, Madam Butterfly and La Boheme, 
will be presented for the first time in the North- 
west by a traveling opera organization. The 
famous little Japanese artist, Tamaki Miura, 
will play the role of the luckless Cio-Cio-San in 
Madame Butterfly, her first appearance outside 
of the Boston and Chicago Opera Companies. 


FLUXE-KRELL, 


Two Navy Men, Organize Orchestra— 
Call It Dixie’s Best 


Norfolk, Dee, 21.—Norfolk has a new musical 
organization in the Floxe-Krell orchestra, which 
the management is designating as Dixie’s Best. 
H. Godfrey Ploxe and Earl L. Krell are the or- 
ganizers and managers. These two mosicians 
have been in the navy for some time, but are 
now honorably discharged. Mr. Krell was in 
the orchestra at the Colonial Theater last sum- 
mer and Mr. Floxe has been a member of the St.

AN YSAYE PROTEGE 


Maurice Dambois, a young Belgian cellist, 
making hie first tour of America, appeared as 
the soloist with the Cincinnati Symphony Or- 
chestra December 20 and 21. 

When the Germans invaded Belgium Dambols 
was a student of Ysaye’s at Liege, and crossed 
to London with the maestro, where he profited 
greatly by the close friendship of the great 
artist. When Ysaye came to America in 1917 
the young cellist accompanied him, but it was 
not until this winter that he appeared in © - 
cert. 

In his reading of the C Minor Concerio of 
Lalo the young cellist proved himself an art'st 
of the Gnest attainments, His tone is of good 
power and of rich quality, and his performance 
was marked with a depth of feeling and tine 
sense of artistic proportion. He was warmly 
applauded and responded with Serebade, a work 
of Ysaye, of much beauty, in which the soloist 
sings an exquisite melody over a richly wrought 
harmonization. It was in the reading of this 
offering that the artistry of Dambois showed 
the advantage of the close association and 
friendship of the mastermind of his patron, 
conveying to his audience a volume of intense 
feeling.

MURATORE TO RETIRE 


From Cast of Chicago Opera Tem- 
porarily Due to Illness 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—Lucien Muratore, the 
famous French tenor of the Chicago Opera Com- 
pany, has been compelled to retire from the 
stage for this season at least, and return to 
France for a complete rest, due to an attack of 
the influenza, Like many of his artistic coun- 
trymen, he is suffering a nervous breakdown, 
brought on by the bardsbips of a year spent in 
the trenches at the beginning of the war, and 
the strain under which all loyal Frenchmen have 
suffered for the past four years. 

Before be left Paris this summer, to tour 
America in the interest of the war and Liberty 
Bond funds, be was advised by his French phy- 
sician that be must take at least a year’s rest, 
or be would suffer a complete breakdown, How- 
ever, Muratore was under contract with Cam- 
panini and bad likewise volunteered bi« gervices 
for the funds, and despite this advice came to 
America. He toured the country when the 
epidemic was at its worst, singing before many 
andiences that were sneezing continually, and so 
far had been fortunate enough to escape the 
clutch of the plague. However, the added ex- 
citement and worry and strain of the opening 
of the opera season told on his already weak- 
ened condition, and when he got a slight cold a 
few days ago it made him an easy victim for 
the influenza, altho he has ft in a very slight 
form, 

He was billed to appear in Pagliacci, and at 
a moment's notice Forrest Lamont, the American 
tenor, jumped in and sang the role, acquitting 
himself with honors. Other roles which were to 
have been sung by Muratore were filled by Jobn 
O'Sullivan, the Irishman, who gained fame as a 
tenor with the French Opera Company, the 
same school from which most of the French 
singers of the Chicago Opera Company came. 
Like Lamont, be jumped in without a rehearsal 
and sang the difficult tenor role in Werther, and 
while bis voice was not up to its high standard 
in other performances he has given, yet under 
the circumstance he achieved a triumph for him- 
self, altho he was decidedly better in the role of 
Samson later in the week. 

It is lucky for Maestro Campanini that 
Charles Fontaine, leading tenor of the Paris 


Opera, had just arrived in Chicago, under con- 
tract to appear later with the Chicago Opera. 
He, together with Lamont and O'Sullivan, will 
fill the roles to have been sung by the stricken 
French artist, who will return to Paris, accom- 
panied by Lina Cavalieri—Mme, Muratore— 
as soon as his physicians deem it safe, and take 
the rest he should bave taken a year ago, 

This change in the cast will in no way inter- 
fere with the revival of Halevy’s opera, La 
Juive, now in rehearsal, as it will be sung by the 
Italian branch of the company, with Rosa Raisa 
in the leading role. This presentation will be 
the first time the Halevy opera has been heard 
in Chicago for many years. Giorgio Polacco 
will conduct, 

Christmas night Campanini will offer patrons 
of the Auditorium a double star bill in a re- 
vival of Crispino e la Comare, by the Italian 
composers, the Ricci Brothers, which has not 
been beard in Chicago since it was sung by 
Luisa Tetrazzini in 1912. Galli-Curci will be 
heard jin thé role sung by her famous country- 
woman, with Riccardo Stracciari opposite. An- 
other interesting event at this performance will 
be the professional debut of William Rogerson, 
the American tenor, who will sing one of the 
lesser tenor roles, Campanini will conduct.

New York, Dec, 21.—Beginning February, a spe- 
cial course in the art of musical vibratory massage 
will be taught soon at Columbia University.

It is said the experiment has been tried out 
with Canadian invalided soldiers in the recon- 
struction hospitals in Canada with considerable 
success,

Withdraw Program

be taken by the directors ef the Philadelphia 
Orchestra Association to provide free Sunday 
concerts. s 

This announcement was made by Arthur 
Judson, manager of the Orchestra, at the 
close of the organization’s regular monthly 


meeting, where the recent adverse action of 
the Council’s Finance Oomméttee was dis- 
cussed. 


The Orchestra offered to provide a series of 
six free Sunday concerts, for which it asked 
the city to appropriate $10,000. The opposition 
of clergymen is said to have influenced the 
committee to refuse the appropriation.

Editorial Comment 


l The most important event in the 
show world last week was the passing, 
in New York City, of the so-called 
Williams-Kilroe ordinance, devised os- 
tensibly to regulate, but in reality to 
abolish, theater ticket speculating in 
the metropolis. 

It was passed on Tuesday, December 
17, practically’ unanimously, the only 
negative votes being those of the five 
Socialist members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and becomes effective just as 
soon as it is signed by Mayor Hylan. 


The ordinance provides that no thea- 
ter box-office shall sell a theater ticket 
in excess of the price that is (and 
which must be) printed plainly and 
conspicuously on the ticket. Brokers 
dealing in theater tickets must pay the 
city a yearly license of $250, and they 
may not, under severe penalties, exact, 
accept or receive for a ticket any sum 
over 50 cents for a brokerage fee—that is 
any sum over 50 cents in excess of the 
price printed on the ticket. 

The ordinance also makes it unlawful 
for any individual or agency to solicit 
persons on the street to purchase 
tickets and provides drastic penalties 
for violations of this.particular clause. 
It was drawn by Assistant District 
Attorney Edwin P. Kilroe after a sup- 
posedly thoro investigation of — all 
phases of the ticket agency and ticket 
speculation question conducted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann, following a long

The theatrical managers, almost with- 
out exception, express gratification 
over the passage of the ordinance. W. 
A. Brady, who interested himself in the 
hearings to a much greater extent than 
all the others and spoke powerfully and 
tellingly in its favor, is elated, but 
David Belasco, Lee Shubert, Jake Shu- 
bert, Arthur Hopkins, Sam Scribner, 
Mark Luescher and F. Ziegfeld, Jr., also 
go on record as highly pleased. 

The big ticket agencies like McBride’s 
and Tyson’s are seemingly satisfied 
with it also. 

But for all this the ordinance is by 
no means perfect, and we seriously 
doubt that it will preve the long ex~ 
pected solution of the perplexing prob- 


lem.

We can not see the reason of the 
fixed price of a theater ticket. 


It is beyond our comprehension why a 
producer or manager who has labored 
long and achieved—or one whg by 
merest chance has hit—a great success 
should have to sell it at the same price 
that other attractions not in nearly so 
great demand exact and obtain. 

Furthermore we had hoped that out of 
the evils of ticket speculation—and it 
had its ugly features—would come a 
way to secure to managers this very 
just and deserving reward. 

The disposition made of the matter 
by the adoption of the ordinance, if it 
is signed and proves constitutional, in- 
definitely postpones realization of our 
hopes. 

The investigation of the situation was 
not thorough. 

The real crux of the question was 
not brought out. 

Managers are so divided by rivalries 
and arrayed against one another by 


jealousies that they can not get to- 
gether in harmony and study a sitpa- 
tion coolly, broadly and dispassionately. 

Securities go up and down in the 
great stock exchanges of the world and 
the room traders scalp a little bit con- 
tinuously, but these traders are not 
wholly an evil. They stay, steady and 
stabilize movements for a price, and 
not, after all is said and done, a very 
exorbitant one. 

No one ever paid a ticket speculator 
more than he could afford for a ticket 
nor gave up the price if he did not 
want to see a CERTAIN show much 
more than he wanted to see, merely, A 
show, and the spec., moreover, was an 
unfailing index of the comparative 
popularity of the hits and a con- 
venience to the transient wayfarer 
within the city’s gates. 

But we hold no brief for him. We 
are disappointed because the managers 
have not worked out a solution more 
promising to themselves—one that 
would have redounded to the great and 
lasting benefit of the theater.

Friend Hilliar—It would be a wonderful thing 
if all magicians joined one or other of the

Hanged out to dry on hedges. 

Imagine a magician stealing the wash off 
the clothes line? 

In Hines’ Year Book an entire chapter is 
devoted to those ‘“‘horrid wretches,"’ magicians 
and fortune tellers.

OHIO STATE GRANGE 


Holds Annual Convention in Canton— 
Important Measures Considered 


Canton, 0., Dec, 21.—The Ohio State Grange 
which closed its annual session bere Dec, 13 
was attended by six hundred delegates and seve 
eral bundred visitors from all parts of the Siate, 
During the sessions there was stormy discus- 
sion of Ohio’s tax problems and other questions 
affecting the farmers of the State. The srange 
went on record as favoring financial relief for 
the cities at the bands of the legislature, a res- 
olution adopted declaring that while insisting 
upon the retention of restrictions on taxing or- 
ficials as imposed by the Smith one per cent law, 
the Grange recognizes the right of any district 
to increase its tax by a majority vote of the 
people of the district. 

Among the things which the Grange asks of 
the legislature are: Mounted constables for the 
rural districts; settlement of tax muddle; an- 
nulment of tax classification amendment; ratifi- 
cation of Federal prohibition amendment; wo- 
man suffrage; use of prison labor on highways;

Some of the same gents who 
sold the bum whisky are going to try to sell 
bum medicine, and it is going to be felt to a 
great extent by all good pitchmen who do sell 
a good honest line of goods. 1 would like to 
hear from some of the boys who bave Likely 
heard something along the same line In their 
travels over the country. Also bow they ‘feel 
in regard to the matter.’’ 


Dr. Lew H. Cooper writes from his home 
town, Winneconne, Wis., that for the second 
time within a brief period ‘‘old flu’ has driven 
him from the road. Most of the towns in that 
section, like many others, are having their 
second attack of the malady, and Lew H. tells us 
the second is worse than the first, and as a eide 
line it is carrying along a few cases of small- 
pox and scarlet fever.

LATEST NEWS ABOUT MERGER 


The latest merger news is all favorable to a 
Closer organization of lyceum and chautauqua 
activity. In a letter sent out from one of the 
bureau offices we learn that this proposition is 
not to get anybody out of business, but to have 
all co-operate in such a way that it will be to 
everybody's advantage. The object is not par- 
ti-ularly to make money, but to give the peo- 
ple the service which they wish. To cut down 
the overhead expenses In the way of so many 
offices. Then there comes the old qusetion of 
Tailroad expenses and the merger expects to 
save a wonderful lot of money by cuttting down 
mileage. The managers say there are many 
other ways of making the lyceum and chautau- 
qua a good booking proposition. They expect 
to have the lion and the lamb lie together, Maybe 
they will, Time will tell. The question is 
which one will lie first? 

Here is the financial basis upon which they 
are working this out: Each bureau is to re- 
ceive 25 per cent for its chautauquas and 
33 1-3 per cent for its lyceum business. That 
fis that per cent is allowed on the average busi- 
ness for the last three years. If the gross 
business for the last three years was $100,000 
then the manager would figure 25 per cent of 
one-third of that. One-fourth of one-third of 
$100,000 is 8,333.33 or thereabouts. 

Nay, nay, Pauline, the $2,000,000 isn’t split 
right here. Not so hasty. 

The good book from whence this information 
fs taken sayeth that only 6% per cent of this 
$8,333.33 is paid in money. Therefore $520.91 
in actual coin would pass into the hands of the 
man whose business had been $100,000 gross 
for three years. The rest of the money for 
which each sells is to be paid in the way of 
certificates. 

After all this is done then all men are to be 
hired back on salaries. There is a rumor that 
the generalissimo who is engineering this has 
figured out that he ought to be worth $25,000 
a year to this new combine. Not a bad salary. 
Of course, this is a starter. The directors can 
raise the salary of any and all as they see they 
are needed. 

The country is to be divided into eight re- 
gional districts. .Each district is to have a di- 
rector who will have charge of all the managers 
who shall work in that district. These regional 
directors will have charge of all the lyceum and 
chautauqu business, with the exception of the 
business which refuses to join the merger. 

The managers seem to have learned, from their 
own past experiences and the Standard Ol) 
Trust, that it is not always a good thing to 
bring force to bear on those who do not choose 
to enter their combine. So they say it is all 
right for any and all who do not wish to join 
to stay out. There is nothing obligatory about 


their joining. Those who are now going into 
the merger have just naturally figured it out 
that this is for the general good of all, and 
of course, all will want to get in on the deal. 
They say that the proposition has been gone 
into thoroly and that it looks so good and so 
fair that its mutual blessings and benefits are 
so alluring that they couldn’t turn it down,

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UNLOADING “THE CHEESE” 


To Get a Big Star With a Famous Name Exhibit- 
ors Must Take a Mass of Inferior Stuff— 
Relief May Be in Sight, But There 
Are Many Doubters. 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH. 


First of all I want to apologize to the cheese. 
Cheese is a time-honored and nourishing food 
product, containing any amount of valuable 
calories, At the end of a meal, in company with 
a pie, or in the form of a sandwich, this ancient 
dish has cheered and comforted millions of hu- 
man beings. [ really know of nothing on the 
debit side of cheese except its conversion into 
Welsh rarebit, and that is due to the wicked in- 
genuity of man rather than to any inherent de- 
fect in the character of cheese. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding the exhibitor 
and indeed motion picture men generally speak 
of a poor picture as ‘‘a piece of cheese."” I 
am therefore, once more swept off my feet by 
the capricious verdict of a majority, and, when- 
eyer in this article I refer to cheese, I am using 
the word strictly in the pictorial or exhibitorial 
sense of the word. 

I think we will all agree (not necessarily for 
Publication) that the output of cheese has in- 
creased dreadfully of late, The Billboard being 
the first and only publication with spunk enough 
to say so openly. The way the exhibitor sees 
the situation he is today more than ever before 
compelled to take large sections of cheese in 
order to get something good. This we repeat 
is the result of his inability to organize and to 
resist. 

Let us suppose this state of affairs—not wholly 
fanciful by any means. Here is the Dominant 
Film Company controlling several highly popu- 
lar stars, known as ‘‘producers’’ in the box-office 
sense of the word. A film salesman of the 
Dominant Film Company appears and dangles 
his dazzling stars before the eyes of the eager 
and delighted exhibitor. 

“My friend,’’ he says to the exhibitor afore- 
said, “I can give you Mary Pickford, Douglas 
Fairbanks, Charlie Chaplin, etc., etc.’’ 

“Good, very good, indeed,” replies the ex- 
hibitor, shouting gleefully. (You see we are 
supposing a new and wholly unsophisticated ex- 
hibiter.) 

He presently gets out his booking sheet, wet- 
ting his lead pencil in pleasant anticipation. 

And now the film salesman speaks again. 

“BUT,” he says, “BUT (and the word comes 
from his lips like the smack of a whip) you 
have to take the rest of our program which is 
mostly cheese."* 

Exhbibitor looks disappointed and then op- 
pressed. 

“Who will save me?” he cries in piercing 
tones. 

A gentleman of stout and benevolent aspect 
now appears in the offing, carrying a banner 
with the initials, ‘“‘F. N. ©.” 

“I will save you,’’ he shouts stentoriously. ‘‘I 
will save you regardless of cost.’ 

The exhibitor looks somewhat relieved. 

Far be it from me to check his rising hope 
and once more hurl him back into the dark and 
barren regions of Perpetual Doubt. IT MAY BE 
that this is the real rescue. Perhaps Sir Gala- 
had bas arrived. Perhaps the noble knight has 
no cheese accumulated somewhere, perhaps he 
will book the stars on more equitable conditions, 
PERHAPS. At any rate it will be mighty in- 
teresting developments. 

The policy of unloading enormous quantities 
of cheese and of doling out the stars on a pain- 
fully homeopathic basis is not only ‘‘rough’’ on 
the exhibitor; but it will hurt the whole picture 
business if it is persisted in long enough. The 
ultimate consumer, i. e., The Great Public, will 
resent the diet even more fiercely than the ex- 
hibitor, Some exhibitors try to get around the 
Problems by giving a lot of ‘‘double-feature” 
days, which is abont the worst and most waste- 
ful policy imaginable. Depend on it, if people 
are not attracted to your theater because you 
fail to give them VARIETY and Quality, they 
will never come simply because you give them 
more cheese than usual. That sort of stuff may 
be appreciated in the remote villages of the cold 
sections where on winter nights every long show 
is a good show, but nowhere else. There is noth- 
ing that more quickly dulls the edge of the pub- 
lic’s appetite for amusement than the ‘‘double- 
feature," with no variety. It is the result of 
the desperate conditions of many exhibitors who 
are puzzled what to do next to keep business 
from falling to pieces altogether. 

I hear plenty of rumors within the last two 
or three days that the impending conflict between 
Paramount and the F. N. C. is to be called off, 
I know that negotiations have been had, but 
they were up to date absolutely barren of re- 
sults, If the fight goes on, if the two giant 
forces actually engage in a great battle, it may 


be a blessing in disguise for the exhibitor and 
the industry—thin disguise, too. The prices paid 
for stars have reached a phase where gambling 
takes the place of sound, conservative business 
sense —gambling and the hope to ‘‘soak’’ the ex- 
hibitor, 


FIGHTING CENSORSHIP 


H. B. Varner, of North Carolina, Gives 
Interview to Billboard 


The year 1919 will see an unusually large 
number of Legislatures In session. If either 
the National League or the National Association 
of the Motien Picture Industry has done aught 
to meet this situation it has escaped public 
notice, 

With the war almost at an end and complete 
peace in sight and with the growing political 
power of women we may be very sure that 
numerous new and determined attempts wil] be 
made to foist censorship upon the motion pic- 
ture theaters. Happily in some States there 
are active State leagues. One of these, often 
described in these columns as a model organiza- 
tion, is the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion of North Carolina, ably led by P. W. Walls 
of Wilmington and H. B, Varner of Lexington, 
N.C. 

The exhibitors of North Carolina have always 
fought their own battles and have always been 
in a state of preparedness, Now that they are 
threatened with censorship at the coming ses- 
sion of the State Legislature Mr. Varner {is 
found on the job fighting the Ministerial Asso- 
ciation of Wilmington, which is sponsor for 
the censorship plan. In an interview with a 
Tepresentative of The Billboard Mr, Varner de- 
clared his and the organization's determined 
stand against any such un-American measure. 
Mr, Varner said among other things: 

My attention has been called to a movement 
started by the Ministerial Association of Wil- 
mington advocating a State Board of Censors 
to pass on all moving pictures before they are 
exhibited in North Carolina. 

Few people have any idea as to the number of 
producing companies that send pictures to North 
Carolina, The flood of productions clamoring for 
censorship would call for the busiest bureau in 
the State, and in order to be fair and just to 
all productions it would be necessary to have 
a board composed of a very large number, rep- 
resenting every phase of productions and en- 
dowed with peculiar qualifications for passing 
upon the varied delicate and conflicting dif- 


ficulties that would naturally arise. It has been 
demonstrated a thousand times that local cen- 
sors, with equal claims to efficiency and char- 
acter, have directly clashed on the question of 


what should and should not be admitted. In 
fact. this very result has been so prevalent 
wherever censorship has been tried that it has 


in every instance led to endless confusion and 
trouble, and in most cases has long since been 
repudiated and abandoned by thinking, con- 
servative people everywhere. If the people are 
capable of self-government in other respects, 
if they can get along without a censorship of 
the press, why can not the same rules under 
the ample laws already provided sufficiently 
protect the public in regard to the screen? 

Programs exhibited today in Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, South Carolina and Georgia are tomor- 
row exhibited in North Carolina because of 
the interlapping of established necessary cir- 
cuits, and conflicting State censorships would 
naturally confuse and disrupt the distribution 
of eligible films for exhibition and thereby utter- 
ly destroy and ruin a well established and use- 
ful industry. The value of the screen has been 
recognized by the Federal Government as an 
indispensable agency for the dissemination of 
public information and has been used as one of 
its most powerful agencies quring the World 
War, and its assistance, no less needed, has 
been invoked for obvious purposes in the days 
of reconstruction now confronting us. 

Frequently agitation for a Board of Censor- 
ship is started for the purpose of -reating an 
office for some feebleminded citizen who has 
been unable to make a living at anything else 
and thinks that now is the opportyne time to 
get a fat job at the expense of somebody else. 

I note that the idea is to either tax the 
theater or put a special tax on the film to pay 
the Board of Censors. In other words, tax 
somebody to create a useless office to support 
some parasite. The public may not be aware 
of the fact that the motion picture theater to- 
day is paying more tax than any other busi- 
ness in the State according to the capital in- 
vested. For instance, every theater pays its 
ordinary taxes like any other citizen to the 
city, county and State, which he should pay. 
In addition to this ordinary tax the theater 
pays a heavy special privilege tax to the city, 
county and State, which is very burdensome. 
Then comes along the United States Government 
and collects an annual seating capacity tax 
that we have been. paying since 1914. which 
we consider very unjust. In 1917 the Federal 
Government put a special tax of five per cent on 
the value of all films used. And last, but by 
no means least, we pay a special war tax of 
from ten to fourteen per cent on groxs_ re- 
ceipts from admissions, which amounts to about 
fifty million dollars per year. There is a propo- 
sition before Congress now to double the tax 
on films and admissions. If this should pass 
the small theaters would be put out of business 
and the large theaters would have to at least 
double their price of admission. 

Do you think that any special line of bust- 
ness should be selected and taxed to death? 
Is that fair, is that equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none? Isn't that the 
spirit that we have been fighting to destroy so 
that every citizen would have equal chances 
in life? 


On account of these discriminatory and bur- 
densome taxes thousands of theaters in the 
United States have been forced to close their 
doors during the past year and to my personal 
knowledge quite a number have been forced to 
suspend business in North Carolina during this 
period, and many others have barely made a 
living for their owners. 


The public which patronizes the theater is the 
best censor. The people are not fools and the 
exhibitor who undertakes to palm off immoral, 
questionable pictures on the public is gradually 
committing business suicide and will be forced

EVERY MOTHERS’ SON 


(Fox—SIX REELS—Starring Charlotte Walker 
in special production. Directed by 
R, A. Walsh) 


‘THIS IS A COLOSSAL drama of human hearts 

that will find an appreciation in every home 
whose sons have fought the great fight for 
humanity. 

Charlotte Walker, playing the mother of three 
sons—aged 18 to 25—reminds us of the passing 
of time, for memory spans the brief hiatus to 
@ yesterday in which this capable actress ap- 
peared in more youthful and less trying roles 
upon the spoken stage. 

A public surfeited with war and German 
propaganda dramas will find some relief in 
watching the unfolding of a theme portraying 
the maternal anguish of a mother who gave 
two sons to the greedy war god, but rebelled 
at parting with her third and youngest boy. 
Her hysterical attempts to thwart the draft 
and prevent the lad from registering reaches a 
crucial moment when a ship is sunk by a Ger- 
man U-boat and the distraught survivors are 
brought into her seaside home. It is then her 
patriotism is aroused and she realizes that 
every mother should urge her son to fight and 
blot out autocracy. Later the story dips into 
the ferment of the Western front, and her boys 
suffer a narrow escape from annihilation. 

The home surroundings of the Gilbert family 
Were accurately shown, with intimate touches) 
that brought a semblance of reality in the at- 
mosphere of certain scenes. A happy reunion 
at Christmas time brought the boys back from 
the battle field—one with a timid French bride 
—and the jollity that followed relieved the 
tension of earlier situations, 

Charlotte Walker wore an irritating same- 
ness of expression, due perhaps to the constant 
emotional strain, but her pathetic appeal to 
the indignant husband and father to save her 
youngest boy from the draft was infinitely 
touching. The poignant grief of the anguished 
mother rose like a wall of flame that stood 
forth to defend her own. She looked like a 
tigress fighting for her cub, and this scene 
alone will make a success of the picture. 

Director Walsh picked his actors with an 
eye to their fitness and the result is wholly 
pleasing. His competent direction is like an 
inspiration. Here is a production to be com- 
mended.

ANNUAL FALL FAIR

“Will Be Held at Los Angeles 

Los Angeles, Dec, 21.—‘‘Los Angeles will 
have an annual fall fair hereafter.” President 
W. A. Pridham, of the California Liberty Fair, 
which closed a ‘twelve- day session here Sunday, 
thus expressed himself yesterday just before the 
final bomb gave the signal for the closing of 
the gates. ‘‘We have experienced about every 
sort of bad luck possible this year, and in spite 
of it feel proud of the exhibition we pulled off 
and our next effort can surely have nothing 
happen to it worse than we have had to con- 
tend with this year, We lost a lot of money, 
but we are satisfied in our initial effort and 
will hold it annually. What we lost learning 
will help us in the future.” 

The California Liberty Fair closed Sunday 
with the largest crowd of the session within 
the gates. Nearly 40,000 people passed the 
turnstiles, Originally projected for October 
12, the fair was posponed three times on acount 
of the “‘fiu,” experienced one of the worst 
blowdowns in history, ran plumb into a spell 
of bad weather, was compelled to double and 
even triple campa'gn costs in some cases, and 
still the directors are full of go-ahead spirit. 

At a meeting held in the directors’ room 
Saturday the following persons were present: 
George C. Roedinge. president: Charles Paine. 
secretary and T. H. Dudley, director, California 
State Fair: former President Dickinson, Fresno 
District Fair: J. ©. Adams, president of the 
Arizona State Fair, and most of the directors 
of the Liberty Fair. The concensus of opinion 


was that it took. a lot of nerve to go — 


with the present event and that the results 
justified in every way the making of the event 
& permanent one. 

Said Dresident Roeding of the State Agricul- 
tural Society, ‘‘You have a very fine exhibit 
of live stock. What surprises me is that you 
have succeeded in bringing such complete ex- 
hibits of cattle from Canada, Kansas and Wash- 
ington. These men would not come to your 
fair if they did not believe they would be re- 
paid for their trouble. 

“Over one hundred thousand dollers’ worth 
of cattle, bogs, sheep and horses have been dil- 
rectly sold already so I have been given to 
understand. This ix certainly q great start 
for your fair. Satisfied exhibitors are good 
advertisers, I confidently believe that you 
may look forward to a live stock exhibit twice 
as large as this one next year. 


“Your grand stand built of steel and con- 
crete is magnificent. The Board of Directors 
of the State Agricultural Society want to 
build one of like character in Sacramento. The 
one we have is of lumber and unsightly. Yours 
Serves two purposes, a stadium for your guests 
to view the races, cattle parndes and events 
of like character and as an exhibtion hall for 
the poultry show. 

“I have one suggestion to make, and that 
is that your midway, and no other exhibit 
for that matter, should be allowed to Interfere 
with an unobstructed view of the races, The 
infeld should be a grest exnanse of green with 
nothing to mar ite »eanty.”’

The amusement section should be located 
elsewhere than the infleld next season ‘so that 


the amusement mea can get a better play and 
your infield be unobstructed, 

Unofticially, one of the hardest workers for 
the fair and one whose energy and advice did 
more to finally secure the opening of the fair. 
was General Agent George Robinson of the 
Great Wortham Shows. Time and again the 
directors faltered as one after another un. 
avoidable occurrence seemed to make the event 
impossible. Robinson by his personal work and 
advice was able to find another ‘‘out’ and 
things went along smoothly till the next ap- 
peared, 

Notable as an indication of the spirit of ex- 
hibitors, concessionaires, horsemen, etc., was 
the fina! Sunday, an added day. Every one con- 
nected with the show paid admission to the 
gate. The horsemen put on a free matinee, and 
it may be said in passing that the racing was 
real, perhaps more so than on any day that 
purses were offered. In one three-handed event 
the fast time of 2:04 was made, being the 
fastest time for the track in its history and 
the record for any race event in California dur- 
ing the season 1918, The Santa Catalina Marine 
Band which furnished the music in the grand 
stand donated the Sunday concert and most ot 
the employees of the fair worked for nothing 
on that day. 

Indicative of the eating privileges, directors 
said, when the fair was originally projected and 
the “thot dog and hamburger’ concession let, 
that if the percentage of F. E. Rising, whe 
secured the concession amounted to $300, they 
would think it a miracle. On Friday they re- 
ported that Rising had turned in more than 
that sum with two big days to run. 

Shows and concessions dd only a fair busi- 
ness, the eola nichts and general fear of the 
flu’? tending to keep the usual midway crowds 
from taking in the shows as they probably 
otherwise would were the wentber warmer. 

President Lewis and Secretary Taber of the 
Riverside Fair and Manager Fred Renfro of the 
National Orange Show at San Bernardino were 
visitors to the fair and expressed approbation 
of all they saw. 

All in all with all the shortcomings of in- 
experience, almost unsurmountable natural ob- 
stacles, epidemic conditions, ete., the annual 
fair in Lox Angeles has come to stay and nothing 
can stop it.—BOZ.

HIS DUMB ACTS MAKE GOOD 


W. M. Brownle, who has two good acrobatic 
acts touring Cuba and South America, where 
they have been playing retur dates for the 
past two years, says that dumb acts can make 
good in any country, with an audience of any 
nationality, provided they get the proper chance. 
He says the reason they are not given the post- 
tion they should have on a vaudeville program 
in the American theaters is because the stage 
hands do not like to handle the rigging, and 
cites a case where a dig seven-people novelty 
act was placed at opening because the noise of 
the stage hands potting up their rigging an- 
noyed a single, not a top-liner, but a personal 
friend of the manager. Originally the Brownle 
acts were engaged for a ten weeks tour in 
Cuba and South America, but remained two 
years because the managers know what their 
audiences want. They have just signed up for 
three months more.

the remedies in course of application will have 
accomplished the desired result, and there will 
be little to criticise or find fault with. 

“A pressing problem arising under operation 
of the Selective Service Act, which took so many 
artists into khaki and the ranks, was that due 
to acts under contract being necessarily dis- 
banded, to the confusion and disarrangement of 
complete bookings and routing. V. M. P. A. 
recognized the unquestioned, paramount right of 
the Government, and the privilege of the artist 
to serve, and its influence was directed to a 
harmonious settlement of these matters, which 
were, in the main, finally adjusted without 
losses to anyone concerned, 

“The increased cost of transportation and 
scarcity of rolling stock for the use of thea- 
trical people and baggage threatened confasion. 
The increases went into effect without much 
notice; and of course during the operation life 
of many contracts that had been entered into 
at a time when the cost of transportation had 
not been increased nor the increase anticipated. 
Many artists, under what would have been prof- 
itable contracts in normal conditions, were fi ced 
with material losses unless some readjustment, 
taking igto account the higher cost of transpor- 
tation, could be effected. 

“The members of the V. M. P. A. met this sit- 
vation in a fair way and adjustments, generally 
satisfactory to those concerned, were made; and 
new contracts were entered into upon a basis 
of the increased costs, 

“The movement of baggage, at a time when 
practically all roads were congested with troop 
movements and station forces overworked hand 
ling war materials, became q matter of uncer- 
tainty. The V. M. P. A. urged the artist to 
carry baggage enough with him to permit of 
putting on some kind of an act in event of delay 
to trunks, and when this was done, discouraged 
deductions from salaries on account of shows 
missed due to delayed baggage. 

*‘In such instances as it could be shown that 
the railroads were actually negligent, V. M. P. 
A. made claims against them on behalf of the 
artists, and has recovered actual cash damages 
in a number of instances, 

“The restrictions, both as to light and heat, 
enforced against theaters in connection witb 


—A, 


the conservation of coal, brought about ‘fuelless’ 
days, which of course meant loss for manager 
and artist alike. The V. M. P. A. secured from 
the Fuel Administration special concessions 
which enabled it finally to make a ruling that 
all of the V. M. P. A. theaters should pay for 
‘fuelless’ days, so far as salaries of artists and 
house employees was concerned. Many thiou- 
sands of dollars of losses were involved, but tlie 
arrangement finally entered into seemed best in 
the interest of all concerned. 

“The Canadian Immigration authorities im- 
posed rather severe restrictions upon the entry 
of Americans of draft age into that Dominion. 
in co-operation with the Provost-Marshal-Gen- 
eral of the United States, various draft boards 
and tbe Canadian authorities, the V. M. P. A. 
arranged for special consideration to be granted 
the artists who heki contracts to play in Can- 
ada, and thus was the difficulty with respect to 
that situation overcome, 

“The introduction into this country of the 
terrible epidemic of Spanish influenza, which had 
been raging in Europe, brought to show businéss 
im general and vaudeville in particular a condi- 
tion little short of ruinous. In fact, vaudeville, 
nor any other branch of busipess, will recover 
from its losses as a result of the epidemic, for 
years, In general, ill over the United States, in 
cities large and small, theaters were closed for 
periods ranging from three days to six weeks. 
Some cities did not close, but might as well 
have, as the public did not attend. Thousands 
and thousands of useful lives have been lost, 
and actually millions of dollars. The blow has 
been severe, almost a ‘“‘knockout,”’ but given a 
fighting chance vaudeville will survive and re- 
cover its own, 

“We now come to one of the functions in 
which V. M. P. A. is a joint participant with 
N. V. A., and which is, perhaps, the greatest 
single factor in welding still more closely the 
friendly understanding between manager and 
artist that the passing year has made 60 evi- 
dent. 

“The Joint Complalat Bureau is composed of 
one officer of the N. V. A. and one of the V. M. 
P. A. and a third dismterested member, It re 
ceives and considers all complaluts originated by 
members of either organization against either 
the other, an agent, booking office, act or thea- 
ter, or against any condition that constitutes a 
menace to the welfare of either interest, It in- 
vestigates the complaints and issues a finding in 
each, with which finding all concerned are urged 
to comply. Its services are entirely without 
cost, and it has saved artists and Managers a 
vast amount of time and money that otherwise 
would have been expended in connection with 
suits at law, 

“The Bureau receives and prosecutes the 
claims of artists against railroad companies for 
delays to baggage; it exercises its influence to 
correct unfair practices wherever evident in the 
business, and in whatever connection; it acts as 
a final court in disputes between any of the in- 
terests or individuals involved, and acts 
promptly. 

“For the first time in the history of the bust- 
ness, an absolutely fair, unprejudiced tribunal, 
acquainted with the customs and practices of 
the business, is available for the use of the pro- 
fession. That it has been of service is in- 
dicated by the fact that nearly a thousand com- 
plaints have been filed and considered during 
the year. 

“No mention of the industry of vaudeville, 
either of the theater, the artist, or the business, 
would be complete if it did not pay tribute to 
the spirt that has been so evident during the 
perilous times of war which our country has 
just so successfully passed thru. 

‘“‘Manager and artist have been alike un- 
sparing of effort, time and money in promoting 
th= various ‘drives,’ both for Governmental and 
relief funds; in furthering the propaganda of 
the Government; perhaps no craft or profes- 
sions has been freer of guilt in espionage or @ 
more patriotic, more genuinely, earnestly, en- 
thusiastically patriotic conception of the duties 
of a citizen of the United States than have those 
who owe allegiance to ‘vodeville.’ Our artists, 
members of houwe staffs, managers and men from 
all departments of the business have gone cheer- 
fully and bravely ‘over there,’ not all of them 
have returned or will return; some of them are 
now represented to us by a golden service star on 
some flag; we are proud of them. 

“Now let us all definitely realize that the V. M. 
P. A. is here to stay, that its purpose is serious, 
that it seeks to protect the industry against 
impostions and impostors, unfair practices, dis- 
honest persons, and that it extends this pro- 
tection to the artist thru bis association, the 
National Vaudeville Artists, and frankly and 
cordially invites the bringing of its attention to 
any and every condition and practice that is not 
in accord with justice, right and equity. 

“No theater or artist is so humble in size or 
station, nor none so important, that it or he will 
not receive at the hands of the Association 
prompt, honorable and courteous treatment, and 
a willing, painstaking attention to complaints. 

“The remedy is available—timely, and of 
proven efficiency. It is up to those who should, 
to avail themselves of it. 

“In conclusion we wish that this Christmas 
may be, for every one and each of you and 
us, truly a time of ‘Peace on earth and good 
will toward men.’ ”

Wednesday afternoon at the Forty-fourth Street Theater, New York, 
as the heavy red curtains slowly parted on the first scene of Hamlet, dis- 
closing Fritz Leiber in the netable leading role, the audience became 
fairly electrified and precipitated an . . 

Seated near the center of the stage, garbed in the deep, rich black 
of the part, his spare body was bent slightly forward as tho crushed with 
the weight of sorrow, while a mingled suffering and sensitiveness played 
fleetingly over his handsome Roman face, that was altogether expressive 
of Shakespeare’s melancholy prince. 

As a picture Fritz Leiber was as interesting an embodiment of in- 
tellect and emotion as ever sat before a painter’s canvas. 

As an actor he proved himself thoroly competent. 

His enunciation was not quite clear in the stronger passages. 

In the more repressed passages he was effective. 

As the blood-red sun of a new day rested faintly on the horizon, and 
tall, black foliage majestically silhouetted the midnight sky, 
crouched in the darkness, saw the ghost stalk forward, its features only 
being distinctly outlined in the weird light from a meshy hanging veil, and 
each solemn, monotonous syllable fell from its lips like molten iron, strik- 
ing notes of anguish from the soul depths of the terrorstricken Prince. 

Mr. Leiber succeeded in making this scene genuinely thrilling. 

He departed from stage tradition by reading the soliloquy leaning 
gracefully against the throne chair of the Queen Mother. 


It was a commendable change. 


The nunnery scene with Ophelia was rendered with a fine sense of 


dramatic values. 


As a whole Mr. Leiber’s interesting performance warrants encourag- 


ing repetitions.

“The artist booked to play in the theater of 
a member of the V. M. P. A. KNOWS that he 
will be played or paid, and the manager of such 
a theater KNOWS that his bookings, barring 
unpreventable accidents and occurrences, will ap- 
pear at the theater. 

“Conditions are still far from perfect, but the

HIS DUMB ACTS MAKE GOOD 


W. M. Brownle, who has two good acrobatic 
acts touring Cuba and South America, where 
they have been playing return dates for the 
past two years, says that dumb acts can make 
good in any country, with an audience of any 
nationality, provided they get the proper chance. 
He says the reason they are not given the post- 
tion they should have on a vaudeville program 
in the American theaters is because the stage 
hands do not like to handle the rigging, and 
cites a case where a big seven-people novelty 
act was placed at opening because the noise of 
the stage hands putting up their rigging an- 


noyed a single, not a top-liner, but a personal 
friend of the manager. Originally the Brownle 
acts were engaged for a ten weeks tour in 


Cuba and South America, but remained two 
years because the managers know what their 
audiences want. They have just signed up for 
three months more. 


WENT BIG WHEN PLACED RIGHT 


Rue Enos, of the contortionist team of Rue 
and Laura Enos, who has been doing his act 
over W. V. M. A. time, writes that since he 
closed with the Yankee Robinson Circus and 
went back into vaudeville he has opened every 
dill except one, when he was successful enough 
to persuade the manager to let him do his 
Fool Contortionist act in the middle of the bill. 
Ts result was that he made good and remained 
‘a th\t pe**ion during the entire week's en- 
gagew'r 


the remedies in course of application will have 
accomplished the desired result, and there will 
be little to criticise or find fault witb. 

“A pressing problem arising under operation 
of the Selective Service Act, which took so many 
artists into khaki and the ranks, was that due 
to acts under contract being necessarily dis- 
banded, to the confusion and disarrangement of 
complete bookings and routing. V. M. P. A. 
recognized the unquestioned, paramount right of 
the Government, and the privilege of the artist 
to serve, and its influence was directed to a 
harmonious settlement of these matters, which 
were, in the main, finally adjusted without 
losses to anyone concerned, 

“The increased cost of transportation and 
6earcity of rolling stock for the use of thea- 
trical people and baggage threatened confasion. 
The increases went into effect without much 
notice; and of course during the operation lite 
of many contracts that had been ertered into 
at a time when the cost of transportation had 
not been increased nor the increase anticipated. 
Many artists, under what would have been prof- 
itable contracts in normal conditions, were faced 
with material losses unless some readjustment, 
taking igto account the higher cost of transpor- 
tation, could be effected. 

“The members of the V. M. P. A. met this sit- 
vation in a fair way and adjustments, generally 
satisfactory to those concerned, were made; and 
new contracts were entered into upon a basis 
of the increased costs. 

“The movement of baggage, at a time when 
practically all roads were congested with troop 
movements and station forces overworked hand 
ling war materials, became q matter of untcer- 
tainty. The V. M. P. A. urged the artist to 
carry baggage enough with him to permit of 
putting on some kind of an act in event of delay 
to trunks, and when this was done, discouraged 
deductions from salaries on account of shows 
missed due to delayed baggage. 

“In such instances as it could be shown that 
the railroads were actually negligent, V. M. P. 
A. made claims against them on behalf of the 
artists, and has recovered actual cash damages 
in a number of instances. 

“The restrictions, both as to light and heat, 
enforced against theaters in connection witb 


the conservation of coal, brought about ‘fuelless* 
days, which of course meant loss for manager 
and artist alike. The V. M. P. A. secured from 
the Fuel Administration special concessions 
which enabled it finally to make a ruling that 
all of the V. M. P. A. theaters should pay for 
‘fuelless’ days, so far as salaries of artists and 
house employees was concerned. Many thou- 
sands of dollars of losses were involved, but thea 
arrangement finally entered into seemed best in 
the interest of all concerned. 

“The Canadian Immigration authorities im- 
posed rather severe restrictions upon the entry 
of Americans of draft age into that Dominion. 
In co-operation with the Provost-Marshbal-Gen- 
eral of the United States, various draft boards 
and the Canadian authorities, the V. M. P. A. 
arranged for special consideration to be granted 
the artists who hekl contracts to play in Can- 
ada, and thus was the difficulty with respect to 
that situation overcome, 

“The introduction into this country of the 
terrible epidemic of Spanish influenza, which had 
been raging in Europe, brought to show business 
in general and vaudeville in particular a condi- 
tion little shert of ruinous. In fact, vaudeville, 
nor any other branch of business, will recover 
from its losses as a result of the epidemic, for 
years, In general, all over the United States, in 
cities large and small, theaters were closed for 
periods ranging from three days to six weeks. 
Some cities did not close, but might as well 
have, as the public did not attend. Thousands 
and thousands of useful lives have been lost, 
and actually millions of dollars. The blow has 
been severe, almost a ‘‘knockout,’’ but given @ 
fighting chance vaudeville will survive and re- 
cover its own, 

“We now come to one of the functions in 
which V. M. P. A. is a joint participant with 
N. V. A., and which is, perhaps, the greatest 
single factor in welding still more closely the 
friendly understanding between manager and 
artist that the passing’ year has made 60 evi- 
dent. : 

“The Joint Complaint Bureau is composed of 
one officer of the N. V. A. and one of the V. M. 
P. A. and a third disinterested member. It re- 
ceives and considers all complaints originated by 
members of either organization agaiast either 
the other, an agent, booking office, act or thea- 
ter, or against any condition that constitutes a 
menace to the welfare of either interest. It in- 
vestigates the complaints and issues a finding in 
each, with which finding all concerned are urged 
to comply. Its services are entirely without 
cost, and it has saved artists and Managers a 
vast amount of time and money that otherwise 
would have been expended in connection with 
suits at law, 

“The Bureau receives and prosecutes the 
claims of artists against railroad companies for 
delays to baggage; it exercises its influence to 
correct unfair practices wherever evident in the 
business, and in whatever connection; it acts as 
a final court in disputes between any of the in- 
terests or individuals involved, and acts 
promptly. 

“For the first time in the history of the busi- 
ness, an absolutely fair, unprejudiced tribunal, 
acquainted with the customs and practices of 
the business, is available for the use of the pro- 
fession. That it has been of service is in- 
dicated by the fact that nearly a thousand com- 
plaints have been filed and considered during 
the year. 

“No mention of the industry of vaudeville, 
either of the theater, the artist, or the business, 
would be complete if it did not pay tribute to 
the spirt that has been so evident during the 
perilous times of war which our country has 
just so successfully passed thru. 

“Manager and artist have been alike un- 
sparing of effort, time and money in promoting 
the various ‘drives,’ both for Governmental and 
relief funds; in furthering the propaganda of 
the Government; perhaps no craft or profes- 
sions has been freer of guilt in espionage or @ 
more patriotic, more genuinely, earnestly, en- 
thusiastically patriotic conception of the duties 
of a citizen of the United States than have those 
who owe allegiance to ‘vodeville.’ Our artists, 
members of house staffs, managers and men from 
all departments of the business have gone cheer- 
fully and bravely ‘over there,’ not all of them 
bave returned or will return; some of them are 
now represented to us by a golden service star on 
some flag; we are proud of them.
